A review of Lieutenant M. McCARTNEY's Initiation Report revea led (hat on 31 Aug 20 12, at 
approximately 0850 hours, in die 5 lh District male lock-up, prisoner^^^^^^JJ^Hwas 
being moved from one cell to another by Police Officer Lawrence LEE, #9869. During said 
movement. Officer LEE discovered a bulge in prisonerJ^mH P ants pocket and searched 
|to recover a plastic bag containing 16 ecstasy pills. McCARTNEY's report 
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SUMMARY REPORT DIGEST 
CL#1056741 


continues that as LEE recovered the plastic bag from the prisoner's pocket, th e bag broke and 
the pills scattered on the floor. McCARTNEY further reported that prisoner | 
grabbed one of the pills, swallowed sam^andwas transported to Roseland Hospital for 
medical treatment which he refused, subsequently returned to die lock-up. 

Lieutenant McCARTNEY obtained two complaint log numbers and generated a Report or 
Extraordinary or Unusual Occurrences. (Attachments 5, 7) 

A trace movements and encounters with Department members dur ing an 

approximate 40 hour time-line was done by a review of the arrest report: under RL>J| 

It revealed that he was taken into custody at 75®^. Kingston, at approximately J731 hours on 
29 Aug 12, by Third District; Tactical Officers Michael JONES, #J2104, David BROWN, 
#15887, and Ivar MONDRAGON, #16929, then transported to Area South for processing by 
Beat 305, Police Officers Ali BRYANT, #11249, and Clarence JONES, Jr., #16142. 
was placed in the lock-up with Officer Gregory JONES, #19819, (lockup-keeper) and Detention 
Aide Darrin WEST so assigned. (Attachments 6, 8) 


Prisoner^^m was released from the Area South lock-up on 30 Aug 12, at approximately 
1230 hours by Officer Lawrence LEE, #9869, and turned over to Detective Brian FORBERG, 
#21249, Unit 620, who held him approxi mately 12 hours. It is recorded that Detective 
FORBERG returned arresteeIH^IH to the custody of Police Officer Lisa HIGGINS. # 7680, 
at the male lock-up approximately at 0053 hours on 3) Aug 12. At 0905 hours, 31 Aug 12, 
Officer LEE again moved t he arrestee from one cell to another when the suspect ecstasy was 
discovered inpocket. Consequently, LEE, FORBERG, and HIGGINS are also 
accused, (Attachment 6) ' 

Accused Michael JONES, #12104, stated he performed a search of^^^^^|before escorting 
him to the lock-up where he observed the detention aide perform a search. JONES reported that 
both searched produced negative narcotics and negative ecstasy pills. (Attachment 10) 


Accused Officer David BROWN, #15887, reported that at the time of arrest he conducted a

|pants pockets and no suspect ecstasy pills were present. (Attachment 12) 


Accused Officer MONDRAGON, #16929, related he did not sea rch the priso ner because Officer 
BROWN did one. MONDRAGON reported that he transportedthe Fifth District.

search and did not find any contraband on the arrestee duriij^ji^irs^cceptance to lock-up on 
30 Aug 13.

LEE stated he conducted a 
search of |^^^^^(while moving him from one cell to another, and felt several small objects. 
LEE stated he retrieved the small objects to learn it was a bag of multiple pills that( 
grabbed out of his hand, causing the pills to spill to the floor. (Attachment 22) 

Officer Ali BRYANT, #11249; related that he did not search^^^^((, but he was present 
when Officer Clarence JONES : , Jr., #16142, searched him after the arrest and prior to placing him 
in the transport vehicle. BRYANT stated no contraband was found at that time. (Attachment 24) 

Officer Clarence JONES, Jr., #16142, stated he searchecl^^^^^|prior to transport to the area 
and again in the interview room, adding that both times there was no contraband found. (Alt .26) 

Accused Officer Gregory JONES, #19819, stated he did not se archeither date, in 
that he observed WEST conduct the searches and^^(^^(had nothing illegal on him. 
(Attachment 29, 30) 

Lastly, Officer ANNOR, #622,4, stated he had no recollection of accepting^^^^^dfrom 
Detective FORBERG, but if so, he would have conducted a proper custodial search, (alt 32) 


In summary, prisonei^^^^^d was taken into custody on 29 Aug 12, at 1731 hours, 
transported to Area Centra l, and received in the lock-up at. 0211 hours on 30 Aug 13. Ten hours 
later, prisonerwas removed from lock-up, kept for a twelve h our line-up and 
interview, and returned to lock up at 0053 hours, 31 Aug 31. As prisoner |J((((was being 
moved to ano ther cell at ap proximately at 0850 hours on 31 Aug 13, suspect ecstasy was 
discovered in (j|^((( pocket. 


This investigation is unab le to dete rmine when, how or where,| 
contraband on his person. ( 


|came to have the 

| was in police custody for nearly 48 hours before the 
discovery was made and had come into contact with at least eleven Department members. It 
seems unlikely that not one of those eleven members would not have seen a bulge in his front 
pants pocket. In that all members deny inattention during their searches, coupled with 
^twelve hour block at the area, the possibility that he could have found the 
substance in a cell or it was given the ecstasy by another prisoner in lock-up between 0053 to 
0850 hours, it is recommended that all allegations he not sustained at this time.
